A scab codling spray, with the 
addition of nicotine for red bug, 
was urged today in advices sent by 
R. E. Underwood, Adams county 
farm agent, to the keyman in the 
apple growing district. 
“On May 17 tho demonstration 
orchards 
wore sprayed 
for the 
petal fall,” Mr. Underwood said. 
“Perhaps some men arc wandering 
why another spray is due at this 
time. The w eather has been favor­ 
able for apple scab to develop and 
some scab was found today whicfi 
has infested terminal leaven. This 
shows that the infection was re­ 
cent. Insects such as codling moth, 
leaf rollers, and curculio need a t­ 
tention 
now, 
partly to protect 
fruits and partly to 
reduce the 
numbers of the insects likely to Co­ 
eur in tho fall at picking. 
“The codling 
moth 
has 
just 
started to emerge and eggs from 
the first adults will soon bo laid. 
On account of this it is advisable 
to have the fruits and loaves cov­ 
ered with poison in order to reduce 
as many of tho second brood as pos­ 
sible^ The most im portant codling 
moth spray will be tho next appli­ 
cation which will come at the peak 
of emergence of the moth. 
Men 
who h a v e had trouble controlling 
codling moth are a d v ise d to apply 
the spray n o w and to fo llo w th? 
suggestions of thi.i spray service as 
to the time and num ber of the 
next spring applications.’’
